Secretary Hay’s message of inquiry and co- 
dified the reply. 

It is believed that they had a copy of the 
state department. code. 

No reflection is cast upon Minister Wu, 
and the suggestion ts not made that he 
was a party to the trickery or had any inti- 
mation that forgery was being done in Chi- 
na by officials supposed to be his intimate 
friends. 

No intimation is given as to how the state 
department code could have fallen into the 
hands of the Chinese officials. The report 
that a code book had been lost in China Is 
absolutely denied.

Today's assurances come from Mr. Fow- 
ler, the American consul at Chee Foo; from 
Mr. Mc\Wade, the American consul at Can 
ton and from Minister Wu, the Chinese 
minister here. The latter came to the state 
department early gxpressly to deliver an 
edict received by him to Secretary Hay. 
It is similar in form to the edict published 
yesterday in London. The minister savs 
that the only differences are those in- 
volved in separate translations. 

If Mr. Wu had any doubt as to the safety 
of the ministers it seems to have been dis- 
sipated by this edict. He labored earnestly 
with Secretary Hay to convince him that he 
was bound to accept this official declaration 
of the Chinese government. 

He pointed out that this last declaration 
d.ffered materially from most of the other 
statements that have emanated from Chi- 
nese sources in the import: <* fact that it 
did not represent merely the belief of a mi- 
nor official or a viceroy: it Se is the solemn 
declaration of the Chinese government. in 
amovengary d the statement touching the minis- 
ters, the Chinese government therefore as- 
sumed a serious re sponsibility to the world 
at large.

thoughts of aged George Starr turned to 
self-destruction, and he opened a. vein of 
his left leg with the jagged knife which he 
had been using to cut the throats of birds. 
Hie proved less skillful in his attempt upon 
himself than he had been with the fowls. 
and the physicians at the City Hospital ex- 
pect him to recover. 

Starr is 82 years old and lives at 1120 Cass 
avenue. A few months ago he was hurt 
by a fall from a Fourth street cable car. 
He tried to recover damages from the 
transit company, but could get the com- 
pany to do no more than pay for his medi- 
cal attendance. The old man’s injuries are 
believed to have affected his mind, and his 
explanation of his attempt to commit sui- 
cide was so strange that Dr. Vogel of the 
City Dispensary ordered him sent to the 
observation ward of the City Hospital. 

At the dispensary Starr said: ‘i was 
wating squabs with a butcher knife in the 

ack vard and the blood made me feel sick. 
" ‘thought it would do me good to bleed my- 
self, so I cut one of the veins of my leg 
with the knife. If I had bled to death it 
wouldn't have made much difference.” 

Later Starr told of his trouble with the 
transit company and said that he had been 
so disappointed over his failure to secure 
damages from the company that he had de- 
termined to end his life. 

“You cut the wrong vein in your.leg,’’ Dr. 
Vogel said to the old man. “You wouldnt 
very well have bled to death without sever- 
ing a larger vein or an artery.” 

Starr seemed humiliated by his lack of 
skill. He said he was a veterinary surgeon 
for many years and thought himself fa- 
millar enough with the human frame to 
pick out the larger blood vessels. ‘| guess 
it was my carelessness,’ he remarked, as 
he was placed tn an ambulance to be taken 
to the hospital. 

Starr has no family living. and his near- 
est friend is said to be Henry Buehle, a

licemen Day ~#nd. Lamb to arrest the ne- 
groes Charles and Pierson. az 

The desperate negro, Robert Charles, 

whose crimes have caused the terrible 
events of the past few days, was located in 
a negro’s dwelling on Saratoga street and 
killed yesterday after he had shot down 
eight more persons. With his death the sit- 
uation here was vastly improved, and to- 
day there has been no occasion to send the 
militia to any scene of disturbance. The 
troops are being kept in their armories, but 
Mayor Capdeville has stationed men in ev- 
ery quarter of the city that he ray be 
quickly advised of any trouble, 
* Arrangements are being made for the fun- 
erals of the victims of yesterday s tragedy, 
and details of police will accompany each, 
to prevent possible disturbances, 

Whatever doubt there may have been as 
to the identity of the negro Charles was 
removed early today. Leonard Pierson, who 
was with Charles on the evening that Offi- 
cer Mora was wounded, and who has since 
been confined in the Parish prison, was 
taken by the police and positively identified 


the dead negro as Charles. 

Coroner Richard today held a post mor- 
tem examination on the body of Charles. 
“Ie found the negro had been shot 48 times 
and badly beaten. 

Early this afternoon it was said at the 
hospital that the. aged insurance solicitor, 
H. A. Batte, Who“was dangerously wounded 
yesterday, was sinking rapidly. The other 
wounded, however, are reported recovering. 
No disturbances were reported this fore- 
noon, and the city has calmed down. It is 
generally regarded that the rioting is at 
an end. ~s ¢ 

Theusands of negroes have left the city. 
The Negroes apparently dre glad that 
Charles is dead. Today they appeared in 
larger numbers than for several days at 
the places where they are employed. 

Much feeling is expressed against the 
police board, and there is talk of its re- 
moval and a reorganization of the police 
force. 

As told in the late dispatches from here 
yesterday afternoon, Charles was kilied, 
after he had killed three of his pursuers and 
wounded five others. At least 20,000 persons, 
including policemen, citizens and militiamen, 
weer congregated when Charles was finauy 
shot down. 

Charles stood at the window of his hid- 
ing place in the center of the residence 
district, facing the crowd with a Winches- 
ter in hand, and before he was smoked out 
killed Sergt. Gabriel Porteus, Andy Van 
Kurom, keeper of the police jail, and Alfred 
J. Bloomfield, a young boy, and wounded 
Corporal John F. Lally, John Banville, ex- 
Policeman Frank H. Evans and A.’8. Lo- 
clere, one of the leading confectioners of 
the city, and more or less seriously wound- 
ing several other persons. 

Sergeant Gabe Porteus and Sergeant John 
F. Lally were informed during the day by 
a negro that Charles was in hiding in a 
house on Clio, near Saratoga street. De- 
termining to take him alive, if possible, the 
officers summoned a number of patrolmen 
to accompany them, and went to the house. 
The negro informant of the policemen ac- 
companied the officers. 

They entered the side alley of the house 
and were surprised in gre ag the same 
way as were Day and Lamb. Before the 
officers were aware of their danger, 
Charles, who was hidden behind a screen 
on the second floor of the building, raised 
his Winchester and began a furious, but 
accurate, fire. Lally fell with a bullet in 
the raht side of the abdomen. Porteus 
was shot through the head and dropped 
dead across the body of Lally. The other 
officers and the negro fled from the scene. 

The reports of Charles’ Winchester and 
the fact that two officers lay bleeding in 
the yard, raised tremendous excitement.

The people are ouuaidious 
are doubtful of the good faith of this An- 
glo-American administration. The outrage- 
ous act in Alaska cannot help arousing a 
storm of copdemnation. But that is no 
worse than the Nicaragua Canal shame- 
lessness, which even a Republican Con- 
gress promptly repudiated. 

“T do not make predictions, but I-.am 
hopeful of several states in the middle 
West that went Republican four years ago. 
Indiana is one, Wisconsin another. Steven- 
son carried Illinois in 1892, and can do it 
again, we think. Kentucky will return to 
the Democratic fold, where it belongs.”’

“Silver is a very important issue to the 
business interests of the country and will 
not be ignored. We are going ahead and will 
work with our coats off, just as we did in 
1896, and as if we needed every vote,” he 
said. 

“Senator Jones claims that his party will 
carry New York State,” suggested the re- 
porter. 

“Let him,” eald Senator Hanna, ‘‘that’s 
what Jones !s for. He can claim everything— 
high, low, jack and the game. We are not 
boasting over here. We are hard at work 


and don’t regard the contest as a walkover 
by any means. I am naturally confident, but 
we don’t expect to win without work or by 
simply claiming everything in sight.’’ 

“THiow about the German vote?’ he was 
asked. 

“The Germans are all right,’® said Mr. 
Hanna. ‘‘They are with us. I have not seen 
any of this disaffection talked about.’’

NEW YORK, July 28.—Nancy Adelaide 
Louise Von Ranken is dead in the 
home of her husband near Baden, Germany. 

This same Nancy was a waitress in the 
lb-cent-a-day Mills Hotel of this city three 
years ago. 

Poverty, riches and romance played hide 
and seek with the girl all of her 20 years. 
Fiction has few more startling transforma- 
tions. In three years she rose from scullion 
to the mistress of a manor. 

Nancy Homan was born 
Yaphank, L. I. She came of a zood family. 
Her father, Capt. Mordecai Homan, made 
and lost three fortunes and ended his days

in poverty. 

When 4 years old her mother died, leaving 
her to the care of the child’s sister, Mrs 
Isaac Monsell of Patchogue. Nancy at- 
tended the district school while her sister 
toiled for her support. Before Nancy had 
reached her teens became a servant. 
In her efforts to provide for herselt she 
overtaxed her strength, and her health gave 
way, and the girl was placed in a hospital 
in this city. After long months of sickness 
she recovered. In the summer of 1898 Nancy 
found employment as a waitress in Mill's 
Hotel No. 1. After a few months she was 
transferred to Mills No. 2. 

John Von Ranken, a tall, manly fellow, 
whose bearing was eloquent of patrician 
lineage, was employed in the hotel as cash- 
ier and bookkeeper. He had been reared in 
luxury and misfortune had overtaken fim. 
Coming to this country, he had sought tora 
‘livelihood and taken the first chance to 
work that came to hand. He was vorn in 
Baden, and was a graduate of a Germany 
university. 

Nancy Homan and Von Ranken became 
acquainted. It was but a short time after 
their acquaintance that Von Ranken told 
her of his love. He did not tell her, how- 
ever, of his family nor yet of his hopes. 
Their positions in life were on a level, and 
each took the other for other's self alone. 
In December, 1898, Nancy again was strick- 
en. The hotel physician advised that she 
return to a hospital. Von Ranken heard 
the physician's orders, and hastened to his 
sweetheart. They would be married at once, 
he said, and he would nurse ‘:er back to 
health. They were married Jec. 31. Von 
Ranken was then 40 and Naney 20. With 
his bride Von Ranken remained in this city 
for a few months, and then the couple start- 
ed for Chicago, where the husband had a 
wealthy aunt, Mrs. Charlies Steinecke. Mrs, 
Steinecke took the young couple to her sum- 
mer home among the Wisconsin lakes. Af- 
ter their return a son Was born. 

In a newspaper one day the young wife 
SAW an advertisement calling for the ad- 
dress of John Von Ranken. I[t announced 
the death of his uncle and gave notice that 
the Von Ranken manor at Sfortzheim, in 
Baden, Germany, would be turned over to 
John Von Ranken upon idextification. The 
uncle, William Von Ranken,\had made his 
nephew his only heir. Rann 

For the first time Von Ranken told his 
wife of his distinguished lineage. 

Von Ranken, with his wife and 
came to this city, and during the 
weeks’ preparation for the sea voyage 
mained at the Marlborough Hotel, 
different place from the Mills Hotel.

A Restaurant Manager Believes That 
Three Suspicious-Looking Char- 
acters Wanted His Coin. 


Henry Schumacher, manager of Jueng- 
ling’s cafe, at Seventh and S8t. Charles 
streets, thinks that three men who entered 
his place Wednesday night, were highway- 
men, and that their plan was to rob the bar. 
That they did not carry their »lan into exe- 
cution ,he thinks, is due simply to the fact 
that they found themselves outnumbered. 

It was about 11:30 o’clock Wednesday 
night, and Joe Van Guest, the night barten- 
der, was counting up the day's receipts, 
preparatory to closing up.

NO TRACE HAS BEEN FOUND. 


His Shop on Olive Street Near Chan- 
ning’ Avenue Is Deserted and His 
Two Sons Are Mystified. 


Mystery surrounds the disappearance of 
Henry Zeitz, Sr., aged 70 years, who has 
been missing since July 9 from his home, 
3859 Garfield avenue, where he had resided 
many years. Not the slightest trace his 
been found of his whereabouts. 

Zeitz was an upholsterer. He and a man 
named Cruss had a small repair shop on 
Olive street near Channing avenue. The 
old man spent most of his time there, but 
oceasionally went out to Normandy to d» 
odd jobs for the Turners and families il 


that suburb, who had known him for many 
years. 

When he failed to return home Monday 
evening, July 9, his sons, George and Hen- 
ry, Jr., with whom he lived, concluded 
that their father was at Normandy but 
would be in before midnight. 

George spent the evening visiting friends 
and did not return until about 1 o'clock 
Tuesday morning. Then he looked at the 
bed where his father usually slept and 
found it empty. He awakened his brother. 
who was equally surprised to find that their 
father had not come home. 

They concluded that they 
from him in the morning. 

The morning came and passed without 
any sign of the old gentleman. Then 
George Zeitz reported the disappearance tv 
Chief Campbell. 

The missing man !{s 5 feet 5 inches tall, 
weighs 170 pounds, looks to be only 60 years 
old and wears small black chin whiskers 
and sideburns. streaked with gray. He was 
dressed in a brown suit of clothes and a 
brown stiff hat. 

The chief sent out a description of the 
man to all stations, but when his son called 
e week later no trace had been found, nor 
had tne coroner learned of the death of 
any man answering Zeitz’s description. 
Since then his sons have received no in- 
—s tending to explain their father’s 
ate. 

“My father had suffered from a chronic 
complaint for some time,”’ said George 
Zeitz to the Post-Dispatch, ‘“‘but he cer- 
tainly would not have gone to a hospital 
on that account without telling us about it. 
Jie had nothing else in the world to trouble 
him and I do not believe that he made 
away with himself. Ile was always in good 
spirits and was in a fine humor when he 
left our house here for the last time.”’ 

Otto H.*Schoen, a grocer at 3861 Garfield 
avenue, is as thoroughly mystified as the 
Zeitz boys about their father's disappear- 
ance. 

“He came into my store the morning he 
left,” said Schoen, ‘‘and was as smiling as 
usual. What has happened to him I cannot 
imagine.’”’

WOMAN EVICTED FROM 
CARISTIAN MISSION HOME. 


FRANKLIN.

Holmes Objected 


Mrs. Pamela’ A. Franklin, 81 years old, 
crippled and feeble, is at the City Hospital, 
awaiting the time when she will be taken 
to the poorhouse. 

She was evicted from the Christian Mis- 
sion Home at 2720 Pine street Friday aft- 
ernoon. After she had lived a year in the 
home its doors were barred against her 
and her personal effects were placed in the 
yard. 

Policemen found the aged woman weep- 
ing on the pavement outside the gate of 
the home. 

Matron Minnie Holmes, who has charge 
of the institution, refused to permit her 
to re-enter, and told the police that she de- 
sired that they take the old lady away. 
Mrs. Holmes ts comparatively young. She 
charged that Mrs. Franklin, who is a crip- 
ple and cannot walk without the aid of a 
crutch, had threatened to kill her. 

The old woman was taken to the City 
Hospital in a patrol wagon. On _ the 
strength of a statement by Mrs. Holmes 
that the aged woman’s mind was unbal- 
anced, Mrs. Franklin was placed in a cell 
in the observation ward. There she re- 
mained Triday night, surrounded by men 
and women in all stages of insanity. In 
conversation with the Post-Dispatch Bat- 
urday morning she seemed to be rational 
and to have unusual mental activity con- 
sidering her age. 

According to her statement she was form- 
erly well to do. Her husband, John Frank- 
lin, a contracting carpenter, died 30 years 
ago. She formerly conducted a boarding 
house for medical students at Eleventh and 
Locust streets. 

She has four sons and two daughters. 
One of the latter, Mrs. Mary tlarrington, 
lives at 2122 Waverly place. 

Mrs. Franklin said to the Post-Dispatch 
Saturday: 

“Recently I frequently had trouble with 
Mrs. Holmes. She objected to my attending 
services at the Christian Science Church 
near the Home. Il ama Baptist, and wor-

shiped at the Second Baptist ‘“‘hurch until 
I became so feeble that it was dangerous 
for me to cross the cable tracks on Olive 
street. I could not do without attending 
services, and so I turned to the Christian 
Science Church. This angered Mrs. Holmes, 

‘Friday morning I left the Home to visit 
a friend. When I returned I found both the 
front and side door barred and «zfrs. Holmes 
told me she would not let mein. 1 went 
away, and after visiting another fviend, 
returned to the Home later in the afternoon. 
This time the front gate was locked. While 
l was trying to get in Mrs. Holmes came out 
with my clothing and effects wrapped in a 
bundle, which she placed on the front steps 
inside the gate where I could not reach 
them. Then the police came and brought 
me here. 

“IT went to the Home because my daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Mary Harrington, was ill und un- 
able to care for me. I was injured by a 
fall several years ago, and have been 
obliged to use a crutch since then. 

“Tl have four other children, but neither 
of them is financially able to provide for me. 
I suppose I will have to go to the poor- 
house."’ 

Matron Holmes says there is no founda- 
tion for Mrs. Franklin's statement that she 
was turned out of the home because she 
was a Christian Scfentist. 

“Though the home is supported by Epis- 
copallans it is entirely undenominational 
and no attempt is ever made to interfere 
with the religious convictions of the in- 
mates. 

“It is a purely charitable institution, and 
T have a right to eject a ‘troublesome in- 
mate. I had consulted Dean Davis several 
times about Mrs. Franklin, and I had full 
authority to notify Mrs. Franklin that she 
could not stav here any longer. I also no- 
tified her relatives that she would have to 
get out. Her temper kept the house in a 
continual uproar, and I Maes up my mind 
that I would not be burdened with her any 
longer. When she went out Friday I 
thought that was a good chance to get rid 
of her, and I refused to admit her when 
she returned. She threatened to kill me 
and [ sent for the police. As she was a 
charity patient I had a right to put her out 
when she became burdensome.’

SUICIDE THE VERDICT! 


-— 


CORONER BELIEVES MRS. IDA 
LAWLOR KILLED HERSELF. 


HUSBAND'S PATHETIC DENIAL. | 


Mrs. Lawlor, Bride of a Year, Was in| 
Bad Health, and Her Physician 
Says She Was Melancholy. 


Deputy Coroner Dr. Louis Drechsler com- 
pleted his inquest Saturday morning on the 
death of Mrs. Ida Lawlor, who was asphyx- 
jiated over a gas stove in the kitchen of her 
home, 3027 Magazine street. * His verdict 
was: 

‘Suicide, caused. by melancholia.” 

In spite of the coroner's decision, her hus- 
band, William Lawlor, refus#e to believe 
that she intended to kill herself. He seems 
fully persuaded that his wife was the vic- 
tim of an accident, and his efforts to con- 
vince others of the correctness of his views 
are pathetic. 

“I know Ida didn’t mean to kill herself,”’ 
he reepats in answer to all questions. ‘“‘Her 
health had been bad, but she thought too 
much of me and of her parents to want to 
die. She must have had a fainting spell over

the gas stove as she was preparing a meal.” 

Mrs. Lawlor was a bride of a vear. The 
happiness of her married life had been 
merred by illness for months past. She 
believed that she was in the early stages of 
consumption. Her illoess and her : loomy 
forebodings had caused her to desire death 
for some time past, and the manner In 
which she took her life showed the greatest 
deliberation. 

Not satisfied with closing doors and win- 
dows to insure the accomplishment of her 
purpose, Mrs. Lawlor had placed a wet tow- 
el over the kevhole of the Kitehen door, 
Then she sat down in front of the gas stove, 
turned on the jet and leaned forward to in- 
hale the escaping fumes. 

In this position Miss Annie joodinan, a 
the gas had overflower the small kitehen In 
which the stove stood and had filled the air 
outside with its heavy odors. 

Mr. Lawlor, who works for the Simmons 
Iiardware (‘o., was summoned to his home, 
and the dead man's parents, Frederick Bo- 
denstedt and wife of 2322 Madison atreet, 
were also sent for. 

Dr. Phillp Scholz of 3330 North Four- 
teenth street, Mrs. Lawlor’s physician, told 
Dr. Drechsler that his patient was suffer- 
ing from melancholia, and it was on his 
statemen* and on the testimony of Police- 
man Robert Bollinger, who examined the 
premises soon after the body was dis- 
covered, that the verdict of suicide was 
based. 

Mrs. J. A. Mullen of 3029 Magazine street 
told the Post-Dispatch that Mrs. Lawlor 
had frequently threatened in her hearing 
to take her own life. 

“As far as she ever told me. her fliness 
was the only cause of her desire to die, 
said Mrs. Mullen. ‘She seemed to be In 
agony of body and mind from her sickness. 
and Y was not surprised to hear that she 
had taken the easiest way to free hersel 
from her burden.”’ 

Mr. Lawlor, in support of his theory of 
accident, save that his wife was accustom 
to close the house tight when she was alone 
during the day and that frequently on Tre- 
turning to the house during warm weather 
he ~ found the windows al! closed down 
and the doors barred. He also says that 
vegetables were found on a table near the 
stove and considers this evidence that his 
wife had intended to prepare a meal and not 
to end her life.
